January saw the birth of a new Con- 
gress and a new Administration. All signs 
indicate a new attitude in United States 
foreign policy. There is every reason to 
believe that U.S. disarmament and a nu- 
clear test ban policies will be revised and 
vigorously pursued as soon as policy de- 
cisions have been reached. Overseas aid 
and information programs appear to be 
slated for reevaluation and intensification. 
Our role in the United Nations and our 
handling of the questions which arise there 
will show a marked difference in philos- 
ophy under the new Administration. 

The number of persons in high level 
positions friendly to UWF goals has in- 
creased, thanks to appointments, elections, 
and advancing years. The philosophy ex- 
pressed by the President in his Inaugural 
Address augurs well for advance toward 
UWF’s goals. 


Congressional Resolutions Introduced 


In the 87th Congress, on January 13, 
Senator Hubert H. Humphrey introduced 
Senate Resolution 39 for himself and Sen- 
ators Morse and Javits. This measure is 
identical to S. Res. 94 in the 86th Congress, 
calling for the repeal of the Connally res- 
ervation on U.S. adherence to the World 
Court’s jurisdiction. 

On January 24, Rep. Robert W. Kasten- 
meier of Wisconsin introduced a Resolu- 
tion (HR. 3186) to create a National Peace 
Agency and prescribe its functions. Sec- 
tion 2 reads as follows: “It is the purpose 
of t ct to apply technical, scientific, 
schol¥g, and educational resources to the 
problems of promoting peace by eliminat- 
ing or reducing the economic, political and 
other causes of war, and of achieving peace 
thro disarmament under international 
cont d inspection.” 

H.R. 3186 calls for creation, within the 
Agency, of a Laboratory for Peace to 
“develop and administer its research and 
study programs”, including cooperation 
“with private, local, or State organizations 
to arrange seminars in which ideas to 
further the Agency’s research in the prob- 
lems of peace may be presented to the 
Agency by persons not employed by it”. 

Also called for is a Training Center for 
Peace through which “the Agency shall 
recruit, train, equip, and supply enforce- 
ment and inspection teams and other per- 
sons assigned to effectuate disarmament 
agreements or other international agree- 
ments for promoting peace”. 


Broad Support Given 


Rep. Kastenmeier was joined by 26 other 
House members who introduced identical

(Mo.), George Rhodes, Herman Toll and 
Robert Nix (Pa.), Thomas Ashley (Ohio), 
Harold Donohue and Thomas Lane 
(Mass.), Barratt O’Hara and George Ship- 
ley (Ill.), Arnold Olsen (Mont.), Peter 
Rodino (N.J.), and Harley Staggers 
(W. Va.). 


Revisions of the UN Charter Review 
resolution, Senate Concurrent Resolution 
83, are underway and there is hope that 
the State Department will aid in this proc- 
ess before introduction of a measure in 
this Congress. Plans are afoot for future 
meetings of Members of Congress for 
World Peace Through Ru!s of Law. UWF’s 
Political Action Committee has mapped 
several informal meetings at which UWF 
will play host to members of Congress.

#HH# I. F. Stone's Weekly (January 
16th issue) notes, in commenting on 
the appointment of John J. McCloy 
as disarmament negotiator that Mr. 
McCloy said (in 1953) "We should not 
rule out the possibility of discus- 
sing at an appropriate--though it now 
seems far distant--time a total dis- 
armament scheme such as Grenville 
Clark proposes. "And(in1956) "Sooner 
or later some alternative to the race 
for armaments will have to be found. 
U.S. policy planning should devote 
utmost energy to devising such a 
break-through .. . breaking the 
atomic deadlock ought to be a major 
policy objective .. . In my view, 
we must be ready to consider the mgst 
far-reaching proposals, ine 
those for total disarmament--uni - 
sal, enforceable and complete with 
international control and inspec- 
tion." We're with you, Mr. McCloy 
and we hope you agree with us tha e 
time is now.

++#xz January 1961 Gallup Poll re- 
veals public favors bigger UN Force. 
68% of those interviewed said that it 
was a good idea to build up the UN 
Emergency Force to a size great 
enough to deal with small wars 
throughout the world; 17% felt this 
was a poor idea; 17% had no opinion. 
43% believed that the UN Force should 
include volunteers from such large 
countries as the U.S. and Russia; 35% 
thought it should continue as at 
present with volunteers from just 
the small countries; 22% had no 
opinion.

Douglas for “Rule of World Law” 


Supreme Court Justice William C. Douglas 
asserted last month that the time has come, for 
practical reasons, to begin a transition to “the rule 
of world law” for settling East-West controversies. 
Douglas told a national Unitarian conference 
f that military solutions are “obsolete.” “It’s easy 
to make the transition to world law if we want to 
do it,” he said, “because most of the parapher- 
nalia is already there.” 
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
